To the Inhabitants of the Town of Francestown in the County 
of Hillsborough in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said Fran- 
cestown on Tuesday, the eighth day of March next, at nine of 
the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year, and make appropriation 
for the same. ; 


3. To see if the town will vote to accept state aid and raise 
and appropriate a sufficient sum of money for same. 


4. To see if the town will elect patrolmen for the New Boston 
Road, Turnpike, Bennington Road and Greenfield Town road 
and raise and appropriate a sufficient sum of money for the same 
or take any action relating thereto. 


5. To see how much money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for highways. 


6. ‘To see how much money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the observance of Memorial Day. 


7. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to sell the building now rented by the Masonic Lodge or take 
any action relating thereto. 


8. ‘To see if the town will vote to buy necessary equipment 
for removing the snow from the roads in winter and raise and 
appropriate a sufficient sum of money for the same, or take any 
action relating thereto. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for the observance of Old Home week, or take 
any action relating thereto. 


10. Toseeifthe town will vote to widen the Scobie Pond road, 
so called, on the westerly side, starting at a stake and stone 
on the westerly side of said road at the point where the outlet 
of said Scobie Pond crosses said road, thence southerly to a 
stake and stone on the westerly side of said road, at the foot of 
the hill near the southeast corner of said Scobie Pond, taking 
the westerly face of the present wall on the easterly side of said 
road as the easterly boundary and widening said road in a 
westerly direction, so that the established width of said road 
between said boundaries shall be fifty five feet, or take any 
action relating thereto. 


11. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow a sufhicient sum of money to defray current expenses 
in anticipation of taxes. 


12. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sufficient sum of money to pay any part or the whole of the debt 
incurred by the construction of State Aid Bridges, or take any 
action relating thereto. 


13. To see if the town will vote to install electric lights and 
raise and appropriate a sufficient sum of money for the same or 
take any action relating thereto. 


14. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Francestown School Board: 


The wise policy of the School Board in changing from ‘the 
contracting with teachers for a 36 week school] year to a 180 day 
basis saves the Town approximately $14.50 per day on whatever 
number of days less than 180 the old method allowed to escape 
because of holidays, and other days of school closing. Far more 
important than the loss of the $14.50 per day to the town was 
the loss of days of education to the children. Francestown is. 
now maintaining a school system that for efficiency will place 
it in the top group of towns in the state. The children will 
receive not less than 180 days of school and the town will re- 
ceive full value for its money. 


The many kind comments made concerning the schools leads 
the superintendent to believe that the splendid and faithful 
work of Miss McGregor and Miss Hurlbut is appreciated in the 
town. These young teachers have brought to the school an 
earnestness of purpose and a willingness to work that is inspir- 
ing to the children. Attendance has greatly improved. The 
morale of the school is immeasurably better. 


The continual pressure of drill in music is slowly develop- 
ing a markedly improved ability to sing correctly. Both teach- 
ers are qualified to care for rote singing, and two and even three 
part work can now be carried on. It is unfortunate that a good 
piano is not available for the work in the upper grades. The 
superintendent recommends that a progressive system of music 
be built up as soon as the lessened demands for textbooks and 
collateral reading make it financially wise. 


Plays and organized games have been attempted this year 
with asmall amount of equipment. The superintendent suggests 
that a “‘Bee”’ could be enjoyed by the men of the town if they 
desire to prepare a suitable place near the school where sand- 
pits, places for tossing of rubber quoits, horizontal ladders and 
chinning bars, broad and high jumping spots, were available. 
Even a simple tennis court could be prepared with little cost. 
Play is the business of childhood. It develops quickness of 
thought, attention to the matter at hand, and habits of fairness, 
and increasing health. 


The achievement standards of the children are steadily 
improving. Reading is becoming definitely pleasurable, and 
the demand for new books, because of the greater amount 
covered, will be apparent before the closing of the present year. 
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The spirit of any school board is the foundation on which 
the schools move upward. The sympathetic appreciation of the 
problems of teachers and children, the willingness at all times 
to advance the educational welfare of the town, displayed at all 
times by the loyal School Board of Francestown cannot fail to 
be rewarded in betterment of educational accomplishment. 
The superintendent cannot fail to express, in behalf of the chil- 
dren of the town, a sincere acknowledgment of this progressive 
attitude shown by the Board. 


Francestown is not large, nor financially rich. It contains, 
however, just as valuable boys and girls as the richest or largest 
city. They deserve nothing less than the best in education. 
We earnestly hope that the salary schedules can be maintained 
so that when adequate and meritorious teaching service is dis- 
covered it can be retained. A fine teacher is as valuable to 
Francestown as to any neighboring town which is bidding for 
her services because of recognition of her worth. 


For the always present friendship and thoughtful consider-
